T HE words were "I'll kill you.” 

Warren Mavington couldn't do much 
reading, but one-syllable words like that 
gave him no trouble; no reading trouble, 
that is. 

They had been crudely lettered in chalk 
on the ranch house door. Mavington had 
discovered them on his return after taking 
a herd to market.
